It As generally, conceded 
that RayToft and incumbent 
Mayor Morrill Cunningham 
arc the two main candidates 
In the race for mayor. In 
view of this fact, we asked 
the two candidates several 
questions as to their posi- 
tions on certain problems 
thai they will have to deal 
with as mayor. 

One of the first duties of 
the mayor, after election, 
wiil be the appointment of a 
police chief. Mayor Cunning- 
ham's choice iu tiie past has 
been Walter Scott. Scott's 
official . retirement ' Is expec- 
ed on 'May I. and for some 
mouths lie has not been 
active. 

flay Toft unhesitatingly 
named Sergeant Jack Ileick 
as his choice for the post of 
Chief of Police. Hay, as 
chairman of the Police Com- 
mittee, was the man respon- 
sible for bringing Ileick to 
Antioch as a member of the 
police force, ileick former- 
ly worked for the Lake 
County Sheriff's department. 

Mayor Cunningham was 
rather reluctant to name his 
choice but when pressed 
said, "I like the way Jack 
Ileick is operating." 

How to relieve the con- 
gestion of traffic on Lake 
Street? 

"Lake St. will have In be 
widened," Ray said. "If we 
had more room for park- 
ing, we c o u Id eliminate 
the parking on Lake St. and 
this would solve the prob- 
lem. Now, the traffic piles 
up whenever anyone has to 
make a left turn. With the 
road widened, and parking 
eliminated, the problem 
would be solved." 

Mayor Cunningham thinks 
widening Lake St. will solve 




110% of the traffic problem. 
"I think, before long," the 
Mayor said, "Spafford - St. 
will be extended to go 
through to the Plaza. That 
will also relieve the .traffic 
congestion." 

We asked the Mayor how 
he expected to pay for the 
many improvements he has 
promised in ' his. campaign 
literature, without additional 
cost to the taxpayer. "The 
additional money In the mo- 
tor fuel tax fund that we' 
should receive after this 
census is taken," the Mayor 
said, "will be plenty to re-sur- 
face ami re-blacktop the 
streets that need it. . We 
have enough surplus money 
'now from water and sewer 
connections lo pay for the 
new well and the filtration 
plant." 

Mayor Cunningham thinks 
the zoning ordinance which 
was rejected by the public 
sonic. ,timc ag<; shmihl be ap- 
'.proved ■ and- -enforced::' vAhd 
ho would HkiTtb see niore 
members of the public at the 
village board meetings. 

The Mayor has long advo- 
cated removal of the parking 
meters on Main St., as a 
means of stimulating busi- 
ness, and has. said he Will 
cooperate with the Chamber 
of Commerce in the plan to 
demolish one or more build- 
ings, ami purchase property 
lo create a parking lot hi the 
area now occupied by Casey's 
Tap. The problem of financ- 
ing (he project has not been 
settled. 

Ray Toft said, "It sounds 
good, but it's going to take 
a lot of money to buy and 
teat' down those buildings. I 
wonder if we couldn't get as 
good results by buying the 
parking lot behind these 
stores on the west side of 
Main St., and blacktopping it. 
Then if the merchants whose 
backdoors open on I he lot 
would improve the back of 
the stores, with cut ranees on 
the parking lot, 1 think we'd 
get as good results with less 
expense." 

Ray feels I hat. the meters 
on Main St., with the viola- 
lions ticketed and strictly 
enforced, help the parking 
situation Otero, "However," 
he said, "this is up to the 
Main St. merchants. I'd want 
a survey of (he opinion of the 
merchants, and let the opin- 
ion of the majority decide 
that question." 

Ray feels (hat requests for 
building permits should be 
i Im roughly investigated by 
the building commissioner, 
and his recommendations ac- 
cepted by the village board, 
lie thinks many of these 
matters have been handled 
loo haphazardly in the pasl. 
"I 1 1 link every member of 
the board should be given 
all information available on 
any subject coming before 
the board before action Is 
proposed," lie said. "Ton 
many times matters come be- 
fore the board that we know 
nothing about, and are dis- 
posed of before we have a 
chance to find out."

Courthouse Notebook

Some where, someplace 
David Van fatten, the long- 
time Newport Township Su- 
pervisor and chairman of 
the county board's Fittanco 
Committee under a long pro- 
cession of Hoard Chairmen, 
must he shaking bis head in 
disbelief at the operations of 
the Board of Supervisors. 

The recent declaration that 
abating the levy for rent and 
maintenance of the county 
building would bring about 
deficit financing must have 
shocked the former board 
leader even beyond the 
grave. 

What would have shocked 
the venerable Van Patten 
even more was the sugges- 
tion that a pledge to abate 
tho tax should be disre : 
garded. 

Timing of the announce- 
ment was excellent, coming 
two days after the township 
election and close on the 
heels of a resumption of 
work on the new courthouse 
building, which of course 
isn't a courthouse building, 
but an administrative office 
building. 

County Finance Director 
Robert Morrison suggests 
that added expenses of the 
judiciary brought on by the 
implementation of the blue 
ballot judicial reform Is pri- 
marily responsible for the 
ticklish financial condition 



t 



in which tho county now 
finds itself. 

This Is probably true to 
sonic extent, but there arc 
additional expenses incurred 
in the past couple of years 
which have added their bit to 
the picture. 

Backers of Waukegau Su- 
pervisor August Cepon will 
no doubt blame the sudden 
grim financial picture an the 
removal of Cepon as chair- 
man of the Finance Commit- 
tee, a post he lost a year ago 
when he opposed the election 
of Kenneth Hanke to the 
board chairmanship. 

Even without an election 
in the near future it would 
seem that the board can hard- 
ly afford to go back on its 
pledge to abate the tax for 
building rental If they have 
any hope of mantaining pub- 
lic confidence. 

Cepon appears to be losing 
somo of his power on the 
county board despite his 
leadership of tho largest sin- 
gle township bloc of votes. 

Despite a clean sweep by 
his Citizens Party ticket in 
the township elections last 
week and the ellminaton of 
John Balen as a board mem- 
ber, the veteran Waukegan 
township leader can no long- 
er count on the unquestion- 
ed loyalty of the Waukegan 
assistant supervisors, 



It is no secret that Louis 
Andracki, the dean of the 
board, and George Olson 
were slated Tor re-election 
over Cepbn's disapproval and 
they would be less than 
human if they looked for op- 
portunities for revenge, 

Anton (Ben) Urban, who 
replaces Balen In the Wau- 
kegan contingent, Is report- 
edly more beholden to Taisto 
Alio than to Cepon for his 
place on the party ticket 
which could make Alio the 
kingpin in the Waukegan 
group. 

There is Utile likelihood 
that Cepon will be removed 
as chairman of the Lake 
County Building Commission, 
but it is unlikely that be will 
be the board power he has 
been in the past. 

Chairman Ilenke may be 
doing him no favor by keep- 
ing Cepon as Building Com- 
mission chairman because of 
troubles looming ahead. 

There will be four new 
faces on the county board 
when it meets to re-organize 
and elect a new chairman, 
but the turnover was , not 
enough to cause Chairman 
Ilenke any misgivings about 
his chances for a second 
term. ' 

It is unlikely that a strong 
opposition group can be de- 
veloped in tho little time 
available before the meeting, 
but Henk can anticipate some 
trouble when he starts mak- 
ing committee assignments 
and the budget prepared next 
fall for the 1906 fiscal year 
will certainly be given closer 
scrutiny than those of recent 
years. 

A few impatient golfers 
have already opened the golf 
season, but most of them are 
waiting for more golfablq 
weather.
